MIRACULOUS GSCAl'K Of TUK 1'ASBKNUEKS 


— 11KH010 CONDUCT OF TIIK JJNfHNBKK. 


The passenger train due at Ilarrisburg 


ou Saturday morning on the Pennsylvania 
Railroad did uot arrive until evening about 
five o'clock. It left Pittsburg ou Friday 
afternoon nearly an hour after its usual 
stalling time, owing to some detention on 
the connecting railroads, but everything 
seemed right until they arrived near Lilly 
station, pome eight miles from Crcsson, 
where the train was brought to a stop by 
the announcement that a freight train was 
ou the track some two niilcd ahead. 
The 


passenger train was drawn over the moun- 
tains by two large locomotives, and in hont 
of the pabsenger train, was a very 
large 


freight train standing on the tiack on a 
high grade. 
It was drawn by a very large 


locomotive ia front and another of the same 
class wus pushing it iu the rear. 


The front locomotive had been detached 


from the train in order to aid the freight 
train ahead on the track, and 'he rear loco- 
motive was also detached aud taken down 
the grade in order to shift it on thu other 
truck. 
While this process w.is going on 


and when the rear locomotive was nearly 
dowu the grade and in front of tho two 
locomotives drawing the passenger train, 
the engineer on the backing locomotive, ' 
Mr. Powell Sharp, discovered that the whole 
train was in rapid motion oomina down the 
steep grade on his locomotive aud the c.irs 
filled with passengers. 
He reversed 
his 


engiuo in uu instant and rushed up tho grade 
in order to meet the freight cars and stop ' 
their descent if possible. 
In this ho was ' 


partially successful, but after a slight check 
of the freight cara tho whole train came 
down on the passenger train, demolishing 
the locomotive with which Mr. Sharp had 
checked the progress of the train aud also 
the two locomotives which were drawing ' 
the passenger cars.

This occurred about twelve o'clock on 


Friday night iu the midst of the mountains, , 
or r.ither a wilderness, and the f-ceue can 
bo easier imagined than described. 
The 


passengers iu the triiu, mostly asleep iu 
the dead hour of thc night, were thus sud- j 
denly aroused and thrown from their scats 
vioLntly, aud yet wonderful to relate, a few 
ot them were only slightly scratched about j 
thu face.
